Fire Cells During the l=st month we h-ve received 20 calls, 


which is about average. The calls were mide up as follows - 


9 chimnéy fires, 3 colls to farn fires, *1 rord traffic accident, 
1 car fire, 1 coll to 2 warehouse fire at Fine Lady Bakeries, 1° 
felse -clarm with good intent, 3 crlls to stnnd by at Banbury Fire 
Station and 1 cll to - chemiccl leakege. This brings the total 
number of crlls so far this yerr to 63. 


The chemical lerknge wos discovered by pure chance when the 
Themes Volley Police were corrying out checks on heavy goods 
vehicles some 10 miles s:uth of De“’ington. One articulated lorry 
carrying 2 load of 45 erllon drums was stopped and the police 
started to check the vehicle. They notices something dripping fron 
the troiler -nd upon consultation with the driver, they were told 
thet all the drums were full of chericcls. It was at this point 
the Fire Service were cnlled. One w-ter tender enc the chemical 
incident Unit wore disp-tched from Kidlington toczether with one. 
water tender from Woodstock, the tim: beins avorex.12.30 p.n. 


Upon erriv |] the firecrews donned chemicel protection suits 
and breathing apprretus 2nd. anproached the lorry to ascertain the 
severity of the leak end the chemicecls involved, everyone else being 
kept at 2 safe distonce upwind. & specialist crew of chemists were 
called to the scene fron A.&.R.E. Harwell who confirmed that the 
chemical was of = very undesirable nature. The firm who owned the 
chenricecls was then contacted -nd - tecm of men from their factory in 
Cheshire were esked to attend. 


We were celled out at 21.00 hrs to relieve the crews ‘whos had 


been nt the scene for their allotted time. When we reached the 

scene everyone was still cwsiting the arrivel of the team from 
Cheshire, who eventually errived at. just after midnight. After 
lengthy discussions between the Senior Fire Officer, the police and 
the men from Chestire 2 plan of action-was decided upon. We then got 


dressed in cur cherrviczl protection suits and brenthing apparatus, as 
did the men from the firm, and then with the oid of a large crane 
the leaking drums were lifted cnd lowered into lerger overdrums and 
seoled. The job was eventuslly wrepped up at onproximetely 03.00 
hours. 7° 


Once again we returned home very cold, very tired, getting to 
bed at 3.45 a.m. and knowing full well we still had to get up at 
6.30 cut. to-go to work.
